We Plead Once More: 
Register and Vote! 


From time to time we have pointed out 
here that the citizen in a democracy has 
definite obligations to his government if he 
wishes to have a voice in the running of that 
government. Primary among 
tions is an expression of his opinion at the 
ballot box—the guardian of his liberty and 
his protection against oppression. 

Despite these obvious conclusions, less 
than one-third of Fulton County's eligible 
voters are registered for this vear’s primary 
and election. There are approximately 330,- 
N00 Fulton Countians over 18 vears of age. 
Of this number, around 118,000 can vote 
today. 

Unless a vast number of eligible citizens 
register between now and Mav 3, thev will 
have dodged their responsibility and will 
have spurned their privilege to vote in this 
years election. 

There is still a week left for Fulton 
County citizens to register during the Metro- 
politan Voting Council’s community regis- 
tration drive. The places where one may 
register with the least inconvenience to him- 
self are published daily in The Constitution. 
It costs nothing to register. The time in- 
volved is negligible. 

If you fail to register during the regis- 
tration drive, sponsored by the council com- 
posed of representatives of almost every 
Fulton County civic organization, vou may 
still do so through the deadline on May 3 at 
Fulton County Courthouse. 

There were 129.000 voters registered in 
1950 for the general election. Of this num- 
ber, only 65,000 actually voted. Any person 
who did vote is still on the registration list. 
However, if you did not vote in 1950, it is 
doubtful if you are still registered since the 
list has been purged of nonvoters. If you are 
in doubt, you should check to see whether 
er not you are registered. 

The new registration list will be perma- 
nent. at least until changed by law. In other 
words, it will not be necessary under present 
statutes to register again next vear or within 
the next few vears if you register now. 

May we again urge every Fulton Countian 
to register to vote? May we further urge 
that after registering everv Fulton Countian 
accept his responsibility for citizenship and 
vote in the forthcoming primary and elec- 
tion? May we extend this plea to every 
Georgia citizen in every county of the state? 

The privilege of voting is a precious 
heritage—a privilege denied hundreds of mil- 
lions of the world’s people. Unless we exer- 
cise that privilege. we mav find ourselves 
one day, like them, without it.

No Family Is Exempt 
From Highway Toll 


Gov. Herman Talmadge was one of the 
first to join in praise of The Constitution's 
campaign to make the highwavs of Georgia 
more safe, for which we are grateful. He 
joined wholeheartedly in our efforts to bring 
the facts of the appalling highway toll home 
te our citizens. 

And now, the highway has struck down a 
member of his family.

From traffic statistics for the past several 
vears, an average of 32,000 persons are killed 
annually in traffic accidents and approxi- 
mately 1,500,000 injured. Property losses 
run into the millions and the disabled we 
have with us. Time lost from work accounts 
for additional millions lost in income to 
American families; time in hospitals costs ad- 
ditional millions.

That is where the trouble comes in, not 
oniv in Clayton County, but almost every- 
where else. 

Our elections are not adequately policed. 
From the time the polls open until the count 
is completed, people who have no real busi- 
ness there swarm the boxes out of curiosity 
or intense interest in the outcome. 

We've seen them on election night leaning 
over the clerks as they examine the ballots. 
We've seen the casual attitude taken toward 
the count. A clerk gets up because he is tired 
and asks an unauthorized bystander to sit 
down and take his place. 

Those things shouldn't be. The polls and 
the area for several hundred feet around 
should be cleared of everyone except the 
managers and those people who are actually 
marking a ballot. The number of voters in- 
side the limits at the box should not exceed 
the number of voting booths 

When it comes to the count, the room 
should be barred to all save the election man- 
agers and an authorized representative of 
each candidate. If you have the right kind of 
managers, you don’t need the latter. 

A few simple rules, rigidly enforced, would 
cut out all this confusion around the ballot 
boxes on election day.

This issue, in the state-control 
bill passed by Congress, soon 
will go again before President 
Truman. He not only vetoed it 
once before: but he _ initiated 
the attempt on behalf of all the 
people to make this a part of 
our natural resource heritage by 
proclaiming in 1945 the Federal 
Government's jurisdiction. That 
became a matter of national 
public interest with the discov- 
erv of oil off the coasts of Lou- 
isiana, California and Texas. 

Such federal jwrisdiction over 
these waters long has been rec- 
ognized and established, but the 
three states challenged it. Suits 
were instituted by the Federal 
Government to affirm federal 
control. But, before they were 
decided, Congress, pressed by 
powerful oil interests, passed a 
bill “quit-claiming” this domain 
back to the states. Subsequently, 
afier the President’s veto, the 
Supreme Court, in decisions af- 
fecting each of the three states 
individually, proclaimed the 
Federal Government's para- 
mount interest in these offshore 
lands. ‘ 


Now, with the passage of 
another state-control bill, 
Congress ia seeking to nullify 
those decisions, and here we 
are back again. 


Again President Truman 
stands between a big-interest- 
dominated Congress and the 
people. 

He will veto the bill—and it 
is doubtful that enough votes 
can be mustered to override his 
veto. The public interest again 
will be saved, at least *tempo- 
rarily, though the question still 
is not solved. It is a problem 
that is pressing for solution, for 
the oil development is needed. 

The Senate rejected a com- 
promise, interim solution offered 
by Senator O’Mahoney (Dem., 
Wyo.) which gave concessions to 
the states that were criticized 
in some quarters as too gen- 
erous. It would have validated 
leases already made by the 
states, giving the states a 37'% 
per cent, royalty, and permitted 
them for five years to have a 
veto power over leases made by 


the Federal Government, after 
which the Federal] Government 
would have direct and sole leas- 
ing power. 

It did proclaim and establish 
federal jurisdiction, and Senator 
O'Mahoney put the issue in a 
nutshell when he said the result 
of the state-control] bill would 
be “giving away the interests of 
all the people of all of the states 
in these areas of national sov- 
ereignty.”’ 

This issue serves to dramatize 
once again the continual battle 
throughout our history, familiar 
to any student of our political 
and economic history—and that 
includes President Truman—to 
protect the public from exploi- 
tation of their natural resources, 
While this offshore oil episode 
harks back to the pioneer days 
of “grab” when the country was 
being opened up, we repeatedly 
have seen in recent Congresses 
—and again in this—the more 
refined process by which big in- 
terests, including oil and natural 
gas, the electric utilities, and the 
railroads, seek to temper or es- 
cape federal regulatory ‘meas- 
ures which the excesses of the 
earlier days made necessary. 

What Congress has done on 
this and allied issues, which 
doesn't always attract much no- 
tice, is worth recalling when 
elections come around.

Estes Kefauver 
of Tennessee for the Democratic 
nomination moves steadily for- 
ward in the light of the convinc- 
ing victories he achieved in the 
same primaries. 

But the results in the two 
states were far more important 
to Senator Taft than to the Ten- 
nessee senator. With President 
Tfuman’s withdrawal, Kefauver 
was left with little or no oppo- 
sition in Wisconsin, where he 
won by a lopsided majority over 
two uninstructed slates. In Ne- 
braska he faced a vigorous op- 
ponent for the Democratic pref- 
erence in the person of Sen. 
Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma. 
He could have lost either state 
without doing much injury to 
his candidacy. 


The Ohio Senator, on the 
other hand, found himself 
backed against the wall. If 
he had lost out in Wisconsin, 
where the cards were stacked 
very much in his favor, he 
would have suffered a body 
blew from which he might 
not have recovered. 


While the showing he made 
there was none too convincing, 
measured in the fact that the 
combined vote of his principal 
two opponents, Gov. Earl War- 
ren of California and former 
Gov. Harold E. Stassen of Min- 
nesota, exceeded his by a goodly 
figure, nevertheless he won a 
victory and it will be hailed as 
such. 

Taft’s most fhemarkeabile show- 
ing was made in Nebraska, 
where his name did not appear 
on the printed ballot. Despite 
this handicap, his workers or- 
ganized a belated write-in ef- 
fort that resulted in his leading 
the field against General Eisen- 
hower and Mr. Stassen. The 
Eisenhower people had also re- 
sorted to a write-in campaign, 
since the genera] had not been 
entered in the primary either. 

The most unusual thing about 
the Nébraska balloting is that 
Stassen, who mwas the only one 
of the three: principal Repub- 
contenders having his

name printed on the ballot, ran 
third. That is an amazing thing 
and is probably unprecedented 
in American political history. 
There is supposed to be a dis- 
tinct advantage in having a can- 
didate listed on the official 
ballot. 


Stassen’s sorry performance 
tends to neutralize the skimpy 
victory he won earlier in cap- 
turing his home state primary 
in Minnesota. It reduces his 
candidacy to the rankest sort of 
favorite-son status. 


Considering the three-way di- 
vision in the voting, Governor 
Warren made a commendable 
showing in Wisconsin, running 
second to Taft and capturing six 
of the 30 delegates involved. If 
Stassen had not been in the 
race. the Californian might have 
done better. It is quite concéiv-. 
able that he might have won the 
bulk of the delegates. 

But the main significance of 
the Nebraska and Wisconsin 
primaries is that Senator Taft, 
who from the beginning has 
been the front runner among 
GOP candidates, has moved 
again strongly to maintain his 
position. He remains the man 
the others will have to beat for 
the nomination. The dual vie- 
tory he has won tends to make 
certain a spirited fight for the 
party prize right down through 
the home stretch.

NEGATIVE REACTION 

While it is known that in Wash- 
ington there is generally a nega- 
tive reaction toward a top-level 
approach to the East-West conflict, 
thére is reason to believe that this 
attitude is not entirely shared by 
the British cabinet.

He said telegrams are received 
in cities reportedly ‘open for

Most anyone who is on the buxom side of streamline and struggles 
to curb calories believes that lucky normal-weights can eat everything 


without gaining a pound. 


In most cases that just isn’t so. The woman who is smart about 


keeping the pounds under control 
she pleases—budgets calories. 

Ry knowing the foods which 
give the most protection for their 
fuel (calorie) value, you can plan 
good meals with occasional 
splurging treats—and keep your 
figure too. 


DIET KNOW-HOW 

If you have dietary Know-how, 
even a reducing diet can be 
juggled to include a tasty treat. 
Perbaps I'd better point out, 
however, that a diet plan must 
suit your temperament. 

If you are the all-or-nothing 
tvpe who must indulge com- 
pletely or abstain strictly, then 
it's best for you to stay rigidly 
within your daily 1,000 or 1,200 
allowance. 
you can't take the 
routine of a daily diet and must 
have an occasional morale boost- 
ing treat, have it, and count 
calories by the week. 

JUDGE WORK 

Your reducing diet is limited 
to 1,000 or 1,200 calories a day, 
depending on whether you do 
sedentary or physically active 
work. ‘(Desk work and_ light 
housekeeping are_ considered 
sedentary.) 

The weekly allowance would 
total 7.000 or 8.400 calories. Keep 
within your weekly limit and you 
will lose two pounds a week, just 
the same as the overweight who 
counts calories daily.

The Eroica is done masterfully. 
While Weingartner's reading dif- 
fers only slightly from the reading 
of Bruno Walter, another Beetho- 
ven expert, 
plays considerably more profi- 
ciently than the New York Phil- 
harmonic under Walter. There are 
spots in the recording not tech- 
nically good as one would expect 
im a re-recording, but over-all It 
is one of the best performances of 
the Third and one which would en- 
hance any Beethoven collection. 

The Eighth, much lighter in 
eharacter than the Froica is none- 
theless out€tanding as directed by 
Weingartner. Again deading the 
Vienna philharmonic the German 
maestro clearly delineates the 
ever-changing moods bringing 
forth joy and profound feeling in 
equal measure. One of the great 
performances of the symphony. 

Paired with the Fighth in an au- 
tomatic sequence album is the 
averpowering Ninth taking up 
three sides. Weingartner felt the 
Ninth was unquestionably the 
‘sreatest’ of Beethovens sym- 
phonies and his reading showed it. 
Into the three instrumental move- 
ments he poured all of his genius. 
The Vienna State Opera Chorus 
with Louise Helletsgruber, so- 
prano; Rossette Anday, contralto; 
George Mikal, tenor, and Richard 
Mayr. bass, joined him in the 
choral movement. All performed 
well but failed to match the power 
of the orchestra.

Rossini's beautiful melodic lines 
have been sensitively orchestrated 
by Respighi. The orchestral clos- 
ing as reproduced here is authen- 
tic. The reproduction of deep- 
threated gongs is realistte. How- 
ever, there is an abundance of echo 
in spots. There is a melodie and 
eoloristic similarity. except in the 
solo viola part. to Berlioz’ ‘“‘Har- 
oide in Italy.”” composed some 
years prior to the Rossini ‘Album 
of Little Piano Pieces’ from which 
this collection is derived. 

Regarding the Janacek, the re- 
eording of this impossibly assorted 
musical clatter presents a problem 
that is insurmountable. However, 
the engineers have gone to great 
lengths to bring out an intensity of 
tone that is equal between a solo 
harp and thirteen brass instru- 
ments, making the whole recording 
relatively unreasonable. Mr. Jan- 


acek has, according to the best in- 


formation, endeavored to repro- 
duce Moravian speech rhythms and 
melodic patterns.

MANILA, April 6 -—- (® ~— Head- 
hunters, on a new rampage in cen- 
tral Mindanao, have killed 18 per- 
sons and ravaged many villages, 
the Philippine constabulary report- 
ed Sunday.
